Testimony 


The state won an important point 
in the second trial of Tammany 
big shot James J. Hines on lottery 
racket charges today when the 
court decided to admit the first trial 
testimony of George Weinberg, a 
key prosecution witness who com- 
mitted suicide last Sunday. 

Weinberg, whose testimony is vi- 
tal to the prosecution, killed him- 
self with a guard’s revolver. De- 
tense Counsel Lloyd Paul Stryker 
argued that the death was due to 
the gangster’s “fear” of cross- 
examination. 

General Sessions Judge Charles 
C. Nott decided that the jury could 
be informied of the suicide but that 
there could be no speculation on a 
motive. He ruled that the Wein- 
berg testimany could be read in 
court. 

Ernest Tuckett, a middle-aged 
Negro, testified that he saw Julius 
Williams at the policy headquarters 
of the Dutch Schultz gang. Wil- 
liams, a balky witness, denied at the 
first trial that he knew anything 
about policy.

Without desiring to alarm the 
Council,” the Mayor’s budget mes- 
sage said, “I deem it my duty to 
point out that the estimates for 
appropriations presented to date 
are far above the most optimistic 
estimate of revenue.

“I can think of 
a great many desirable measures 
which personally I would like to see 
pass, but unfortunately we have not 
the money. 


SERVICES ESCAPE CUTS 


He predicted that within a short 
time he may ask the Council and 
perhaps the State Legislature to 


provide suspension of the manda- 
tory increases created by local law 
or by state statutes. 

“The information contained in 
the Message of his Excellency the 
Governor of the State, to the leg- 
islature on the budget, is anything 
but comforting to the city. We 
must recognize the plight of the 
state.” 

The Mayor compared the City of 
New York to a “hard working and 
generous son constantly called upon 
to help a parent, the state, and 
many relatives, the counties up 
state, who like to draw upon the 
most fortunate member of the fam- 
ily.”

Chamberlain Acclaims 
Hitler’s War Speech 


Not in vain did Hitler lavish praise on 
his Munich accomplice, Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain of Great Britain. For the Tory min- 
ister who is being repudiated by his own peo- 
ple was quick to endorse the Nazi dictator's 
sixth anniversary address. 

How did it come about that the reaction- 
ary press here, taking its cue from Chamber- 
lain, could evaluate Hitler’s war-menacing 
harangue against all the democracies (with 
particular emphasis on Spain and the United 
States) as a “less bellicose” address? 

In seeking the answer, three factors must 
be kept in mind: First, Hitler’s speech had an 
internal purpose. Economic crisis is gripping 
the German people. Moreover, they are grave- 
ly alarmed over the Nazi drive to plunge the 
world into war. Hitler therefore sought to 
allay their suspicion. Second, while soft- 
soaping the German people, the Nazi dictator 
was preparing the next fascist move against 
France, by endorsing Mussolini's aims in 
Spain. Third, realizing the difficulties faced 
by Chamberlain and Daladier in their respec- 
tive countries, Hitler sought to raise the de- 
mand for more territory and colonies in such
